FREE TRADE AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN 
THE ISLAMIC REPUBLIC OF PAKISTAN 
AND 
THE DEMOCRATIC SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF SRI LANKA 


The Government of the Islamic Republic of Pakistan and the Government of the 
Democratic Socialist Republic of Sri Lanka (hereinafter referred to individually 
as a “Contracting Party” and collectively as the "Contracting Parties"), 


CONSIDERING that the expansion of their domestic markets, through 
commercial cooperation, is an important prerequisite for accelerating their processes 
of economic development, 


BEARING in mind the desire to promote mutually beneficial bilateral 
trade in goods and services, 


CONVINCED of the need to establish and promote free trade 
arrangements for strengthening intra-regional economic cooperation and the 
development of national economies, 


RECOGNIZING that progressive reductions and elimination of obstacles 
to bilateral trade through a bilateral free trade agreement (hereinafter referred 
to as "The AGREEMENT") will contribute to the expansion of bilateral as well 
as world trade, 


HAVE agreed as follows: 


ARTICLE | - OBJECTIVES 


The Contracting Parties shall establish a Free Trade Area in accordance 
with the provisions of this Agreement and in conformity with relevant provisions 
of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 1994. 


2. The objectives of this Agreement are: 
(i) To promote through the expansion of trade in goods and services 
the harmonious development of economic relations between 


Pakistan and Sri Lanka, 


(ii) To provide fair conditions of competition for trade in goods and 
services between Pakistan and Sri Lanka, 


(iii) | To contribute in this way, by the removal of barriers to trade in 
goods and services, to the harmonious development and 
expansion of bilateral as well as world trade, 


ARTICLE Il - DEFINITIONS 
For the purpose of this Agreement: 


1. "Tariffs" mean basic customs duties included in the national schedules 
of the Contracting Parties, 


2. "Para tariffs" mean border charges and fees, other than "tariffs", on 
foreign trade transactions of a tariff-like effect which are levied solely on 
imports, but not those indirect taxes and charges, which are levied in the same 
manner on like domestic products. Import charges corresponding to specific 
services rendered are not considered as para-tariff measures, 


3. "Non-tariff barriers" mean any measures, regulation, or practice, 
other than "tariffs" and "para-tariffs", the effect of which is to restrict imports, or 
to significantly distort trade within the Contracting Parties, 


4. "Products" mean all products including manufactures and 
commodities in their raw, semi-processed and processed forms. 


5. "Preferential Treatment" means any concession or privilege 
granted under this Agreement by a Contracting Party through the elimination of 
tariffs on the movement of goods and services, 


6. “The Committee" means the Joint Committee referred to in Article 
Xl, 


fe "Serious Injury" means significant damage to domestic producers, 
of like or similar products, resulting from a substantial increase of preferential 
imports in situations which cause substantial losses in terms of earnings, 
production or employment unsustainable in the short term. The examination of 
the impact on the domestic industry concerned shall also include an evaluation 
of other relevant economic factors and indices having a bearing on the state of 
the domestic industry of that product, 


8. "Threat of Serious Injury" means a situation in which a substantial 
increase of preferential imports is of a nature so as to cause "Serious injury" to 
domestic products, and that such Injury, although not yet existing is clearly 
imminent. A determination of threat of serious injury shall be based on facts 
and not on mere allegation, conjecture, or remote or hypothetical possibility. 


9. "Critical circumstances" mean the emergence of an exceptional 
situation where massive preferential imports are causing or threatening to 
cause "serious injury" difficult to repair and which calls for immediate action. 


ARTICLE Ill - ELIMINATION OF TARIFFS, PARA TARIFFS 
AND NON-TARIFF BARRIERS 


ls The Contracting Parties hereby agree to establish a Free Trade 
Area for the purpose of free movement of goods and services between their 
countries through elimination of tariffs on the movement of goods and services 
in accordance with the provisions of Annexes A & B which shall form an integral 
part of this Agreement. 


2: The Contracting Parties further agree to eliminate from the date 
this Agreement enters into force, all non-tariff barriers, and any other equivalent 
measures on the movement of goods and services, other than those imposed 
in accordance with Article IV of this Agreement. 


3. The Contracting Parties also agree not to make any increase in the 
existing para tariffs, if any, or introduce new or additional para tariffs, without 
mutual consent. 


4. In the implementation of this Agreement the Contracting Parties 
shall pay due regard to the principle of reciprocity. 


ARTICLE IV - GENERAL EXCEPTIONS 


Nothing in this Agreement shall prevent a Contracting Party from taking 
action and adopting measures, which it considers necessary for the protection 
of its national security, the protection of public morals, the protection of human, 
animal or plant life and health, and the protection of articles of artistic, historic, 
and archaeological value, as is provided for in Article XX and XXI of the 
General Agreement on Tariff and Trade, 1994 and WTO Agreement on 
Application of Sanitary and Phytosanitary Measures. 


ARTICLE V - NATIONAL TREATMENT 
The Contracting Parties affirm their commitment to the principles 
enshrined in Article Ill of GATT 1994. 
ARTICLE VI - STATE TRADING ENTERPRISES 
‘le Nothing in this Agreement shall be construed to prevent a 


Contracting Party from maintaining or establishing a state trading enterprise as 
understood in Article XVII of General Agreement on Tariff and Trade, 1994 


2. Each Contracting Party shall ensure that any state enterprise that it 
maintains or establishes acts in a manner that is not inconsistent with the 
obligations of that Contracting Party under this Agreement and accords 
nondiscriminatory treatment in the import from and export to the other 
Contracting Party. 


ARTICLE VII - RULES OF ORIGIN 


1. Products covered by the provisions of this Agreement shall be 
eligible for preferential treatment provided they satisfy the Rules of Origin as set 
out in Annex C to this Agreement which shall form an integral part of this 
Agreement. 


2. For the development of specific sectors of the industry of either 
Contracting Party, lower value addition norms for the products manufactured or 
produced by those sectors may be considered through mutual negotiations. 


ARTICLE Vill - SAFEGUARD MEASURES 


Tis If any product which is subject to preferential treatment under this 
Agreement is imported into the territory of a Contracting Party in such a manner 
or in such quantities as to cause or threaten to cause serious injury in the 
territory of that Contracting Party, such Contracting Party may, with prior 
consultations with the other Contracting Party, except in critical circumstances, 
suspend provisionally without discrimination, the preferential treatment 
accorded to that product under the Agreement. 


2. | When action has been taken by either Contracting Party in terms of 
paragraph 1 of this Article, it shall simultaneously notify the other Contracting 
Party and the Joint Committee established in terms of Article XI. The 
Committee shall enter into consultations with the Contracting Parties and 
endeavour to reach mutually acceptable agreement to remedy the situation. If 
the consultations fail to resolve the issue within sixty days, the Contracting 
Party affected by such action shall have the right to withdraw the equivalent 
preferential treatment in accordance with the WTO Agreement on Safeguards. 


ARTICLE IX - DOMESTIC LEGISLATION 


The Contracting Parties shall be free to apply their domestic legislation to 
restrict imports in cases where prices are influenced by unfair trade practices 
like subsidies or dumping. Subsidies and dumping shall be understood to have 
the same meaning as in the General Agreement on Tariff and Trade 1994 and 
the relevant WTO Agreements. 


ARTICLE X - BALANCE OF PAYMENT MEASURES 


le Notwithstanding the provisions of this Agreement, any Contracting 
Party, facing balance of payments difficulties, may suspend provisionally the 
preferential treatment as to the quantity and value of merchandise permitted to 
be imported under the Agreement. When such action has taken place, the 
Contracting Party, which initiates such action, shall simultaneously notify the 
other Contracting Party. 


2. A Contracting Party, which takes action according to paragraph 1 
of this Article, shall afford, upon request from the other Contracting Party, 
adequate opportunities for consultations with a view to preserving the stability 
of the preferential treatment provided under this Agreement. 


ARTICLE XI - JOINT COMMITTEE 


1. A Joint Committee shall be established at Ministerial level. The 
Committee shall meet initially within six months of the entry into force of the 
Agreement and thereafter at least once a year to review the progress made in 
the implementation of this Agreement and to ensure that benefits of trade 
expansion emanating from this Agreement accrue to the Contracting Parties 
equitably. The meetings of the Joint Committee will take place, to the extent 
possible, to coincide with the meetings of the Sri Lanka-Pakistan Joint 
Economic Commission. 


2. The Committee may set up any other Sub-Committee and/or 
Working Group for specific purposes as it may consider necessary. 


3. In order to facilitate cooperation in customs matters, the 
Contracting Parties agree to establish a Working Group on customs related 
issues including harmonization of tariff headings. The Working Group shall 
meet as often as required and shall report to the Joint Committee on its 
deliberations. 


4.(i) The Committee shall accord adequate opportunities for 
consultation on representations made by either Contacting Party with respect to 
any matter affecting the implementation of the Agreement. 


(ii) The Committee shall adopt appropriate measures for settling any 
matter arising from such representations within 6 months of the representation 
having been made. Each Contracting Party shall implement such measures 
immediately. 


oe The Committee shall nominate one apex Chamber of Trade and 
Industry in each country as the nodal chamber to represent the views of the 
trade and industry on matters relating to this Agreement. 


ARTICLE XII - CONSULTATIONS 


1 Each Contracting Party shall accord sympathetic consideration to 
and shall afford adequate opportunity for consultations regarding such 
representations as may be made by the other Contracting Party with respect to 
any matter affecting the operation of this Agreement. 


2: The Committee set up under Article Xl may meet at the request of 
a Contracting Party to consider any matter for which it has not been possible to 
find a satisfactory solution through consultations under paragraph 1 above. 


ARTICLE XIll - SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES 


1. Any dispute that may arise between commercial entities of the 
Contracting Parties shall be referred for amicable settlement to the nodal 
Chambers. Such references shall, as far as possible, be settled through mutual 
consultations by the Chambers. In the event of an amicable solution not being 
found, the matter shall be referred to an Arbitration Tribunal for a binding 
decision. The Tribunal shall be constituted by the Joint Committee. 


z Any dispute between the Contracting Parties regarding the 
interpretation and application of this Agreement or any instrument adopted 
within its framework shall be amicably settled through negotiations failing which 
a notification may be made to the Committee by any one of the Contracting 
Parties for settlement of the dispute. 


ARTICLE XIV - DURATION AND TERMINATION OF AGREEMENT 


This Agreement shall remain in force until either Contracting Party 
terminates this Agreement by giving six months written notice to the other 
Contracting Party, through Diplomatic Channels, of its intention to terminate the 
Agreement. 


ARTICLE XV - AMENDMENTS 


The Agreement may be modified or amended through mutual agreement 
of the Contracting Parties. Proposals for such modifications or amendments 
shall be submitted to the Joint Committee and upon acceptance by the Joint 
Committee shall be approved in accordance with the applicable legal 
procedures of each Contracting Party. Such modifications or amendments shall 
become effective when confirmed through an exchange of diplomatic notes and 
shall constitute an integral part of the Agreement: 


Provided, however, that in emergency situation proposals for 
modifications may be considered by the Contracting Parties and if agreed, 
given effect to through an exchange of diplomatic notes. 


ARTICLE XVI — ANNEXES TO BE FINALISED 


Annex A (Attachments |, II, III, and IV) containing the No Concession lists and 
tariff preferences to be granted by the Government of Pakistan and Annex B 
(Attachments I, Il, and III) containing the No Concession list and tariff preferences to 
be granted by the Government of Sri Lanka and Annex C containing the Rules of 
Origin under the Agreement shall be finalized within a period of 90 days of the signing 
of this Agreement. 


All the Annexes shall become effective and shall constitute an integral 
part of the Agreement when the two Contracting Parties have confirmed 
through the exchange of Diplomatic Notes. 


ARTICLE XVII —- ENTRY INTO FORCE 


The Agreement shall enter into force on the 30" day after the Contracting 
Parties hereto have notified each other through Diplomatic Channels that their 
respective constitutional requirements and procedures have been completed in 
respect of this Agreement including the Annexes under Article XVI.

NOTIFICATION 


S.R.O. 508(I)/2005.— In pursuance of the Free Trade Agreement (FTA) between the 
Islamic Republic of Pakistan and the Democratic Socialist Republic of SriLanka, the 
Federal Government is pleased to make the following rules, namely:- 


1. Short title, commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the PSFTA 
Determination of Origin of Goods, Rules, 2005. 


(2) They shall come into force with effect from 12" June, 2005. 


2. Application.— These rules shall apply to products consigned from the 
territory of either of the Contracting Parties. 


3. Definitions.— In these rules unless the context otherwise requires-- 


(a) “cumulation” means that the products which have acquired originating 
status in the territory of one Contracting Party may be taken into account 
when used as inputs for a finished product eligible for preferential 
treatment in the territory of the other Contracting Party; 


(b) “factory ship” means any vessel, as defined, used for processing and/or 
making on board products exclusively from those products referred to in 
clause (f) of rule 7, and; 


(c) “vessels” shall refer to fishing vessels engaged in commercial fishing, 
registered in the country of the Contracting Party and operated by a 
citizen or citizens of the Contracting Party or partnership, corporation or 
association, duly registered in such country, at least 60 per cent of equity 
of which is owned by a citizen or citizens and/or Government of such 
Contracting Party or 75 per cent by citizens and/or Governments of the 
Contracting Parties and the precuts taken from vessels, engaged in 
commercial fishing under Bilateral Agreements, which provide for 
chartering/leasing of such vessels and/or sharing of catch between 
Contracting Parties will also be eligible for preferential treatment. 


4. Determination of Origin.— No product shall be deemed to be the produce or 
manufacture of either country unless the conditions specified in these rules are complied 
with in relation to such products, to the satisfaction of the appropriate Authority. 


5. Claim at the time of importation.-- The importer of the product shall, at the time of 
importation:- 


(a) make a claim that the products are the produce or manufacture of the country 
from which they are imported and such products are eligible for preferential 
treatment under the Agreement, and 

(b) produce the evidence specified in these rules. 


6. Originating products.— Products covered by the other Agreement imported into the 
territory of a Contracting party from the other Contracting Party which are consigned 
directly within the meaning of rule 10 hereof, shall be eligible for preferential treatment if 
they conform to the origin requirement under any one of the following conditions, 


namely:- 


(a) 


(b) 


products wholly produced or obtained in the territory of the exporting 
Contracting Party as defined in rule 7; or 


products not wholly produced or obtained in the territory of the exporting 
Contracting Party, provided that the said products are eligible under rules 8 or 
rule 9. 


7. Wholly produced or obtained.— Within the meaning of clause (a) of rule 6, the 
following shall be considered as wholly produced or obtained in the territory of the 
exporting Contracting Party, namely:- 


(a) 


(k) 


raw or mineral products extracted from its soil, its water or its seabed, (raw, 
or mineral products” include mineral fuels, lubricants and related materials as 
well as mineral or metal ores); 


vegetable products harvested there, (“vegetable products” include agricultural 
and forest products); 


animals born and raised there; 

products obtained from animals referred to in clause (c); 

products obtained by hunting or fishing conducted there; 

products of sea fishing and other marine products form the high seas by its 


vessels, (in respect of vessels or factory ships operated by Government 
agencies, the requirements of flying the flag of the Contracting Party does not 


apply); 


products processed and/or made on board its factory ships exclusively from 
products, referred to in clause (f) above, (in respect of vessels or factory 
ships operated by Government agencies, the requirements of flying the flag 
of the Contracting Party does not apply); 


used articles collected there, fit only for the recovery of raw materials; 

waste and scrap resulting from manufacturing operations conducted there; 
products extracted from the seabed or below seabed which is situated 
outside its territorial waters, provided that it has exclusive exploitation rights; 


and 


goods produced there exclusively from the products referred to in clause (a) 
to (j). 


8. Not wholly produced or obtained.— (1) Within the meaning of clause (b) of rule 6, 
products worked on or processed as a result of which the total value of the material, 
parts or produce originating from countries other than the Contracting Parties or of 


undetermined origin used does not exceed 65% of the F.O.B. value of the products 
produced or obtained and the final process of manufacture is performed within the 
territory of the exporting Contracting Party shall be eligible for preferential treatment, 
subject to the provisions of clauses (b), (c), (d) and (e) of rule 8 and rule 9; 


(2) Non-originating materials shall be considered to be sufficiently worked or processed 
when the product obtained is classified in a heading, at the six-digit level, of the 
Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding system different from those in which all 
the non-originating materials used in its manufacture are classified; 


(3) In order to determine whether a product originates in the territory of a Contracting 
Party, it shall not be necessary to establish whether the power and fuel, plant and 
equipment, and machines and tools used to obtain such products originate in third 
countries or not; 


(4) The following shall in any event be considered as insufficient working or processing 
to confer the status of originating products, whether or not there is a change of heading, 
namely:- 


(a) Operations to ensure the preservation of products in good condition during 
transport and storage (ventilation, spreading out, drying, chilling, placing in 
salt, sulphur dioxide or other aqueous solutions, removal of damaged parts, 
and like operations); 


(b) Simple operations consisting of removal of dust, sifting or screening, sorting, 
classifying, matching (including the making-up of sets or articles), washing 
painting, cutting up; 


(c) (i) changes of packing and breaking up and assembly of consignments; 
and 


(ii) simple slicing, cutting and repacking or placing in bottles, flasks, bags, 
boxes, fixing on cards or boards etc. and all other simple packing 
operations; 


(d) the affixing of marks, labels or other like distinguishing signs on products or 
their packaging; 


(e) simple mixing of products, whether or not of different kinds, where one or 
more components of the mixture do not meet the conditions laid down in 
these Rules to enable them to be considered as originating products; 

(f) simple assembly of parts of products to constitute a complete product; 


(g) a combination of two or more operations specified in clause (a) to (f); and 


(h) slaughter or animals. 


(5) The value of the non-originating materials, parts or produce shall be- 


(a) the C.I.F. value at the time of importation of the materials, parts or produce 
where this can be proven; or 

(b) the earliest ascertainable price paid for the materials, parts or produce of 
undetermined origin in the territory of the Contracting Parties where the 
working or processing takes place. 


9. Cumulative rules of Origin.-- In respect of a products which complies with the origin 
requirements provided in clause (b) of rule 6 and is exported by any Contracting Party 
and which has used material, parts or products originating in the territory of the other 
Contracting Party, the value addition in the territory of the exporting Contracting party 
shall not be less than 25 percent of the F.O.B. value of the product under export subject 
to the condition that the aggregate value addition in the territories of the Contracting 
Parties is not less than 35 per cent of the F.O.B. value of the product under export. 


10. Direct consignment.-- The following shall be considered to be directly consigned 
from the exporting country to the importing country, namely:- 


(a) if the products are transported without passing through the territory of any 
country other then the Contracting Parties; 


(b) the products whose transport involves transit through one or more intermediate 
countries with or without transshipment or temporary storage in such countries, 
provided that - 


(i) the transit entry is justified for geographical reason or by considerations 
related exclusively to transport requirements; 


(ii) the products have not entered into trade or consumption there, and 


(iii) the products have not undergone any operation there other than unloading 
and reloading or any operation required to keep them in good condition. 


11. Treatment of packing.— When determining the origin of products, packing 
should be considered as forming a whole with the product it contains and packing 
may be treated separately if the national legislation so requires. 


12. Certificate of origin.— Products eligible for preferential treatment shall be 
supported by a Certificate of Origin in the Form appended to these rules and issued by 
an authority designated by the Government of the exporting country and notified to the 
other country, in accordance with certification procedures to be devised and approved by 
both Contracting Parties. The operational certification procedures for the Rules of Origin 
are specified in the PSFTA Issuance and Verification of Certificate of Origin (Operating 
Procedures Rules, 2005. 


13. Prohibitions.— Either country may prohibit importation of products containing any 
inputs originating from states with which it does not have economic and commercial 
relations. 


14. Co-operation between Contracting Parties.— (1) The contracting parties shall 


(a) do their best to co-operate in order to specify origin of inputs in the Certificate 
of Origin; 


(b) take measures necessary to address, to investigate and, where appropriate 
to take legal and/or administrative action to prevent circumvention of this 
agreement though false declaration concerning country or origin or 
falsification of original documents; and 


(c) co-operate fully, consistent with their domestic laws and procedures, in 
instances of circumvention or alleged circumvention of the Agreement to 
address problems arising from circumvention including facilitation of joint 
plant visits and contacts by representative of both Contracting Parties upon 
request and on a case-by-case basis. 


(2) If either Party believes that the Rules of Origin are being circumvented, it may 
request consultation to address the matter or matters concerned with a view to seeking a 
mutually satisfactory solution. Each party will hold such consultations promptly. 


15. Review.— These rules may be reviewed as and when necessary upon the request 
of either Contracting Party and may be open to such modifications as may be agreed 
upon.

I. General Conditions: 
To qualify for preference, products must- 


(a) fall within a description of products eligible for concessions in the country of 
destination under this Agreement; 


(b) comply with PSFTA Rules of Origin. Each Article in a consignment must qualify 
separately in its own right; and 


(c) comply with the consignment conditions specified by the PSFTA Rules of Origin. 
In general products must be consigned directly within the meaning of Rule 10 
hereof from the country of exportation to the country of destination. 


ll. Entries to be made in Box 8 


Preference products must be wholly produced or obtained in the exporting contracting 
Party in accordance with rule 7 of the PSFTA Determination of Origin of Goods, Rules, 
2005, or where not wholly produced or obtained in the exporting Contracting Party must 
be eligible under rule 8 or rule 9 of the aforesaid rules. 


(a) Products wholly produced or obtained enter the letter ‘A’ in box 8 


(b) Products not wholly produced or obtained; the entry in box 8 should be as 
follows: 


(1) Enter letter ‘B’ in box 8 for products, which meet the origin criterion 
according to Rule 8. Entry of letter would be followed by the sum of the 
value of materials, parts or produce originating from non-contracting 
parties or undermined origin used, expressed as a percentage of the 
f.o.b. value of the products; (example ‘B’ (_ ) percent. 


(2) Enter letter ‘C’ in box 8 for products, which meet the origin criteria 
according to Rule 9. Entry of letter ‘C’ would be followed by the sum of 
the aggregate content originating in the territory of the exporting 
Contracting Party expressed as a percentage of the f.o.b. value of the 
exported product: (example ‘C’ (_) percent.

S.R.O. 509(1)/2005.—In pursuance of the Free Trade Agreement (FTA) between 
the Islamic Republic of Pakistan and the Democratic Socialist Republic of 
Srilanka, the Federal Government is pleased to make the following rules, 
namely:- 


Short, title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the PSFTA 
Issuance and Verification of the Certificate of Origin (Operational Procedure) 
Rules, 2005. 


(2) These shall come into force with effect from 12" June, 2005. 


1. Government authorities to issue Certificate.-- The Certificate of Origin shall 
be issued by the Government authorities or an agency authorized by the 
Government of the exporting country. 


2. Exchange of certain information by contracting parties.—(1) Both the 
contracting parties shall inform each other of the names and addresses of the 
Government authorities issuing the Certificate of Origin and shall provide 
specimen signatures and specimen of official seals used by the Government 
authorities. 


(2) The information and specimen mentioned in sub- rule (1) shall be provided to 
the other contracting party. Any change in names, addresses, or official seals 
shall be promptly informed in the same manner. 


3. Power to call for certain information.— For the purpose of verifying the 
conditions for preferential treatment, the Government authorities designated to 
issue the Certificate of Origin shall have the right to call for any supporting 
documentary evidence or to carry out any check considered appropriate. If such 
right cannot be obtained through the existing national laws or regulations, it shall 
be inserted as a clause in the application form referred to in the following rules 4 
and 5. 


Applications 


4. Exporter to apply to relevant authorities for pre-export verification.— The 
manufacturer and/or exporter of the products qualified for preferential treatment 
shall apply in writing to the relevant Government authorities requesting for the 
pre-exportation verification of the origin of the products. The result of the 
verification, subject to review periodically or whenever appropriate, shall be 
accepted as the supporting evidence in verifying the origin of the said products to 


be exported thereafter. The pre-exportation verification may not apply to the 
products of which, by their nature, origin can be easily verified. 


5. Application for certificate of origin to be submitted with supporting 
documents.—At the time of carrying out the formalities for exporting the 
products under preferential treatment, exporter or his authorized representative 
shall submit a written application for the Certificate of Origin together with 
appropriate supporting documents providing that the products to be exported 
qualify for the issuance of a Certificate of Origin. 


6. Pre exportation examination.— The Government authorities designated to 
issue the Certificate of Origin shall, to the best of their competence and ability, 
carry out proper examination upon each application for the Certificate of Origin to 
ensure that - 


(a) the application and the Certificate of Origin are duly completed and 
signed by the authorized signatory; 


(bo) the origin of the product is in conformity with the Rules of Origin; 


(c) the other statements of the Certificate of Origin correspond to 
supporting documentary evidence submitted; and 


(d) description of goods, quantity and weight of goods, marks and 
numbers of packages, number and kinds of packages, as specified, 
conform to the products to be exported. 


7. Issuance of certificate of origin.— (1) The Certificate of Origin shall be on 
ISO A4 size paper in conformity to the specimen as shown in PSFTA 
Determination of Origin Goods, Rules, 2005. It shall be made in English. 


(2) The Certificate of Origin shall comprise one original and a copy. 


(3) | Each Certificate of Origin shall bear a reference number separately given 
by each place or office of issuance. 


(4) | The original shall be forwarded, by the exporter to the importer for 
submission to the Customs Authorities at the port of place of importation. The 
copy shall be retained by the issuing authority in the exporting country. 


8. Certificate to indicate relevant rules, etc.— To implement the provisions of 
rule 3 and rule 4 of the PSFTA Determination of Origin of Goods, 2005, the 
Certificate of Origin issued by the final exporting contracting party shall indicate 
the relevant rules and applicable percentage of local content and value addition. 


9. Erasure or alteration in the certificate not permissible.-- Neither erasures 
nor superimpositions shall be allowed on the Certificate of Origin. Any alteration 
shall be made by striking out the erroneous materials and making any addition 
required. Such alterations shall be approved by the person who made them and 
certified by the appropriate Government authorities. Unused spaces shall be 
crossed out to prevent any subsequent addition. 


10. Certificate of origin- when to be issued.-- (1) The Certificate of Origin shall 
be issued by the relevant Government authorities of the exporting Contracting 
Party at the time of exportation or soon thereafter whenever the products to be 
exported can be considered originating in that Contracting Party within the 
meaning of the rules of Origin. 


(2) In exceptional cases where a Certificate of Origin has not been issued at 
the time of exportation or soon thereafter due to involuntary errors or omissions 
or other valid causes, the Certificate of Origin may be issued retrospectively but 
not longer than one year from the date of shipment, bearing the words “ISSUED 
RETROSPECTIVELY”. 


11. Issuance of duplicate certificate of origin.— In the event of theft, loss or 
destruction of a Certificate of Origin, the exporter may apply in writing to the 
Government authorities which issued it for a duplicate be made out on the basis 
of the export documents in their possession bearing the endorsement of the 
words “DUPLICATE”. The duplicate which must bear the date of issue and serial 
number of the original certificate, will take effect as from that date 


12. Authorities to maintain electronic data entry’ of record.-- The Certificate 
of Origin issuing Authorities from both sides will take measures for electronic 
data entry of the record of Certificate of Origin issued, on daily basis, which will 
be available on the website to be accessed through a password shared between 
both the sides. 


13. Presentation.-- The Original Certificate of Origin shall be submitted to the 
Customs Authorities at the time of lodging the import entry for the products 
concerned. 


14. Time limit for presentation of certificate.— The following time-limit for the 
presentation of the Certificate of Origin shall be observed, namely:- 


(a) Certificate of Origin shall be submitted to the Customs Authorities 
of the importing Contracting Party within four months from the date 
of endorsement by the relevant Government authorities of the 
exporting Contracting Party; 


(6) where the products pass through the territory of one or more non- 
contracting parties in accordance with the provisions of rules 10 of 
the PSFTA Determination of Origin of Goods, rules, 2005, the time- 
limit laid down in clause (a) for the submission of the Certificate of 
Origin shall be extended to six months; 


(c) where the Certificate of Origin is submitted to the relevant 
Government authorities of the importing Contracting Party after the 
expiration of the time-limit for its submission, such Certificate is still 
to be accepted when failure to observe the time-limit results from 
force majeure or other valid causes beyond the control of the 
exporter, and 


(d) in all cases, the relevant Government authorities in the importing 
Contracting Party may accept such Certificate of Origin provided 
that the products have been imported before the expiration of the 
time-limit of the said Certificate of Origin. 


15. Certain minor discrepancies not to invalidate the certificate— The 
discovery of minor discrepancies between the statements made in the Certificate 
of Origin and those made in the documents submitted to the Customs Authorities 
of the importing Contracting Party for the purpose of carrying out the formalities 
for importing the products shall not ipsofacto invalidate the Certificate of Origin. 
If it does in fact correspond to the products submitted. 


16. Request for retrospective check and procedure.— (1)The importing 
Contracting Party may request a retrospective check at random and/or when it 
has reasonable doubt as to the authenticity of the document or as to the 
accuracy of the information regarding the true origin of the products in question 
or of certain parts thereof. Such requests for authenticity can be made by fax to 
avoid delays. 


(2) | The request shall be accompanied with the Certificate of Origin concerned 
and shall specify the reasons and any additional information suggesting that the 
particulars given on the said Certificate of Origin may be inaccurate, unless the 
retrospective check is requested on a random basis. 


(3) | The Customs Authorities of the importing Contracting Party may suspend 
the provisions on preferential treatment while awaiting the result of verification 
and may release the products to the importer subject to any administrative 
measures deemed necessary, provided that they are not held to be subject to 
import prohibition or restriction and there is no suspicion of fraud. 


(4) | The issuing Government authorities receiving a request for retrospective 
check shall respond to the request promptly and reply within fourteen days after 
the receipt of the request. 


17. Keeping of record and furnishing of information, etc.— (1) The 
application for Certificates of Origin and all documents related to such application 
shall be retained by the issuing authorities for not less than three years from the 
date of issuance. 


(2) Information relating to the validity of the Certificate of Origin shall be 
furnished upon request of the importing Contracting Party. 


(3) Any information communicated between the Contracting Parties shall be 
treated as confidential and shall be used for the validation of Certificates of Origin 
purposes only. 


18. Special cases.-- When destination for all or parts of the products exported 
to the other Contracting Party is changed, before or after their arrival in the 
importing Contracting Party, the following rules shall be observed, namely:- 


(a) if the products have already been submitted to the Customs 
Authorities in the specified importing Contracting Party, the 
Certificate of Origin shall, by a written application of the importer, 
be endorsed to this effect for all or parts of products by the said 
authorities and a copy shall be given to the importer; and 


(bo) if the changing of destination occurs during transportation to the 
importing Contracting Party, the exporter shall apply in writing 
accompanied with the issued Certificate of Origin, for the new 
issuance of the Certificate of Origin for all or parts of the 
consignment. 


19. Procedure when goods are transported to the non-contracting 
countries.- For the purpose of implementing rule 10 of the PSFTA determination 
of Origin of Goods, Rules, 2005, where transportation is effected through the 
territory of one or more non-contracting countries, the following shall be produced 
to the Government authorities of the importing Contracting Party, namely:- 


(a) | Athrough Bill of Lading issued in the exporting Contracting Party; 


(b) a Certificate of Origin issued by the relevant Government 
authorities of the exporting Contracting Party; 


(c) a copy of the original commercial invoice in respect of the product; 
and 


(d) | supporting documents in evidence that the requirements of sub- 
clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) of clause (b) of rule 10 of the said rules 
complied with. 


20. Procedure in case of exhibition etc.— (1) Products sent from an 
exporting Contracting Party for exhibition in another country and sold during or 
after the exhibition for importation into the other Contracting Party shall also 
benefit on the condition that the products meet the requirements of the Rules of 
Origin provided that it is shown to the satisfaction of the relevant Government 
authorities of the importing Contracting Party that- 


a. the exporter has dispatched those products from the territory of the 
exporting Contracting Party to the Country where the exhibition is 
held and has exhibited them there; 


b. the exporter has sold the goods or transferred them to a consignee 
in the importing Contracting Party; and 


c. the products have been consigned during the exhibition or 
immediately thereafter to the importing Contracting Party in the 
state and condition in which they were sent for the exhibition. 


(2) For the purpose of implementing provisions of sub-rule (1), the Certificate 
of Origin must be produced to the relevant Government authorities of the 
importing Contracting Party. The name and address of the exhibition must be 


indicated. As an evidence for the identification of the products and the conditions 
under which they were exhibited, a certificate issued by the relevant Government 
authorities of the country where the exhibition took place together with supporting 
documents prescribed in rule 18 may be required. 


(3) | Sub-rule (1) shall apply to any trade, agricultural or crafts exhibition, fair or 
similar show or display in shops or business premises with the view to the sale of 
foreign products and where the products remain under Customs control during 
the exhibition. 


21. Action against fraudulent acts.— (1) When it is suspected that fraudulent 
acts in connection with the Certificate of Origin have been committed, the 
Government authorities concerned shall cooperate in the action to be taken in 
the respective Contracting Party against the persons involved. 


(2) Each Contracting party shall be responsible for providing legal sanctions 
for fraudulent acts related to Certificate of Origin. 


22. Settlement of Disputes.— In the case of a dispute concerning origin 
determination, classification of products or other matters, the Government 
authorities concerned in the importing and exporting Contracting Parties shall 
consult each other with a view to resolving the dispute.

TARIFF PHASING OUT SCHEDULE 


While clarifying, for the sake of uniformity and transparency, the minutes at para 
8 of the Meeting of 8-10 July, 2002, it was agreed that phasing out of tariff would 
be on Margin of Preference (MOP) of the MFN rate as per the following 
schedules. 

1. Pakistan: 


(a) Not less than 34 per cent upon entry into force of the 
Agreement. 


(b) Not less than 67 per cent at the end of second year. 


(c) 100 per cent (bringing applicable tariff to zero) at the end of 
the third year. 


2. Sri Lanka: 


(a) Not less than 20% per cent upon entry into force of the 
Agreement. 


(b) Not less than 30 per cent at the end of the first year. 
(c) Not less than 40 per cent at the end of the second year. 
(d) Not less than 60 per cent at the end of the third year. 
(e) Not less than 80 per cent at the end of the fourth year. 


(f) 100 per cent (bringing applicable tariff to zero) at the end of 
the fifth year. 
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
